Oil Cause of Crisis. 


Rumania’s decision to force the 
fasue was reported to have been 
prompted by the increasingly seri- 
ous oil situation. 

Germany is demanding more Ru- 
manian oil, while the British and 
French are reported to have threat- 
ened to withdraw their guarantees 
of Rumania’s integrity if Allied- 
owned companies are forced to fur- 
nish oil for the Nazis. This oil is 
available in large quantities only 
from the foreign-owned companies 
in Rumania. 

Indication that the Rumanian 
Government is seriously concerned 
by the situation was seen in a de- 
¢ree today forcing British, French, 
American and other foreign-owned 
oil companies to turn over a part 
of their production to the state. 
The foreign oil companies agreed 
to obey the decree, but Britain and 
France indicated they would make 
trouble if any of the oil reached 
Germany.

afraid we'd meet a British cruiser 
and that she’d sink us.” 

The Germans mounted guard 
but the Americans operated § the 
Flint. “We weren't under guard, 
and yet we were, en route from 
Tromsoe to Murmansk,” one sea- 
man said. 


Russian officers removed the 
Germans at Murmansk and said: 
“We could go as soon as my papers 
were checked,” Gainard said. But 
the papers were delayed. Later 
the Russians came back with the 
Germans ond ordered the Flint to 
sail in 24 hours. 

“A Russian patrol boat in the 
harbor uncovered its guns and 
trained them on the Flint,” said 
Logan. “We lowered our anchor, 
and quickly. We were allowed to 
proceed again, though.” 

On the way down the Norwegian 
coast there was a brush of the 
worn little Amemican freighter with 
a British cruiser, but accompany- 
ing Norwegian war vessels warned 
the British away. The cruiser 
played spotlights on the Flint. 

Finally the Flint turned in at 
Haugesund, Norway, Gainard ex- 
plained, and liberation followed at

HUNGER AND UNRES 
REPORTED IN RUSSIA 


Washington Hears Transporta- 
tion Breakdown Keeps Food 
and Fuel From People. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
Skyrocketing prices, dwindling 
food and fuel supplies and the 
coldest weather in 100 years have 
brought widespread distress and 
unrest in Soviet Russia, according 
to authoritative advices received 
in diplomatic circles here. 

The reports explain that a break- 
down in the transportation system, 
aggravated by the severe demands 
necessitated by troop movements 
to the Finnish front, rather than 
actual shortages in supplies, is 


causing great suffering, particular- 
ly in Moscow and the surrounding 
area. 

Asked about these reports, the 
Soviet Embassy characterized them 
as “absurd” without any further 
comment. 

Inability to secure many food- 
stuffs in the Moscow market, the 
reports said, had caused increases 
as high as 35 per cent in the 
prices of some commodities. The 
greatest shortages were reported 
in meat, fish, milk, butter and po- 
tatoes. 


Bread queues, the first in many 
years in Russia, were reported to 
have appeared, but to be slowly de- 
creasing as the Soviet Government 
concentrated efforts on providing 
bread and flour. Peasants from 
the surrounding territory were said 
to be going to Moscow to make 
purchases, indicating the shortages 
were not confined to the capital. 


Coal, oil and firewood also were 
reported. extremely limited in 
quantity and increasing in price in 
the face of the most severe winter 
since 1840. The thermometer has 
once skidded down to 78 degrees 
below zero.

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Rumanian Oil — 
Fails to Solve 
Nazi Problem 


Bucharest Deal Falls 
Far Short of Meet- 
ing Needs of Long 
War..

HIS week’s developments on the 
Rumanian trade front have been 
a fillip to Germany—but only 
a fillip—in a world fight of quar- 
termasters. 

The appointment of a Govern- 
ment “oil dictatorship” in Buchar- 
est has pleased the Nazis and is 
expected to make surer the deliv- 
ery of such oil as Rumania is will- 
ing to sell to Germany and as 
transportation facilities of the 
Reich and Rumania and Hungary 


can handle. 

However, this is very far from 
solving Germany’s oil problem, 
which remains serious. According 
to one report, Rumania has under- 
taken to provide Germany 6000 
tons of oil daily; assuming about 
300 working days yearly, that would 
be 1,800,000 tons in a year. These 
figures are not confirmed in Ber- 
lin, but experts of non-belligerent 
countries here believe that is about 
all the transport facilities could 
carry in any case. It remains to 
be seen whether even that much 
is going to be carried. 

Little Aid by Russia. 

While the new Rumanian . oil 
setup appears to be favorable in 
itself, the economic picture as a 
whole, as judged by foreign stud-| 
ents here, is as thorny as ever for 
the Nazis. This additional assur- 
ance of limited Rumanian deliver- 
ies fails, as viewed by many, to 
make up for the worsening outlook 
for Russian supplies. 

That outlook has been most du- 
bious from the beginning and every 
week of Russia’s difficulties in the 
Finnish war will make it still more 
dubious. The extraordinary bitter- 
ness of the weather this winter 
has further taxed -Russia’s trans- 
port system, as well as Germany’s. 
The end of Russia’s blundering war 
in Finland is not in sight for 
spring, nor is the strain on Russia’s 
economy and transport. None 
knows whether Dictator Stalin 
ever wanted to furnish much to 
Fuehrer Hitler; at all events, in 
economic circles, it is said that 
very little of importance has come 
since the famous Nazi-Soviet. pact 
was signed, that little or nothing 
is arriving now. 

In short, the Soviet treasure trove 
looks more and more. like a Nazi 
mirage. : 
Outlook in Figures. 

As far as oil is concerned, if 
Russia should be able to deliver 
500,000 tons in a year in addition 
to upwards of 2,000,000 tons which 
Rumania possibly will deliver, and 
if Germany got 150,000 tons from 
German-occupied Poland, the to- 
tal would be around 2,500.000 tons 
of oil. : 
Germany is now believed to be 
producing synthetic domestic oil at 
the rate of 3,000,000 tons a year, 
but that domestic oil, plus all in 
sight from foreign sources, is very 
far short of what would be needed 
for active war over a long period. 
Existing oil stores are a secret, but

ON THE ARCTIC FRONT, Jan. 27. 
HREE hours’ sleep and we left 
Rovaniemi at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. We had to get past 

Bald Hill and beat the daybreak 

into Ivalo, 200 miles up the Arctic 

highway. Otherwise. . Russian 
planes might keep us diving into 
snow banks most of the way. That 
is why we were togged out like 
an Arab troop when we climbed 

into the bus. In the eyes of a 

swooping Soviet machine-gunner, 

dark clothes spell an unhealthy in- 
vitation, 

Someone had warned us to “wear 
all the clothes you’ve got, includ- 
ing your pajamas.” I balked at the 
pajamas but I managed to get on 
two pairs of double-thickness Arc- 
tic underwear, three pairs of socks, 
Lapland boots, a woolen shirt, a 
vest, a roll-neck sweater and a 
mackintosh wind-breaker beneath 
my fleece-lined overcoat. Despite 
which I shivered through the first 
two hours, and so did everyone 
else. 

At Sodankyla some bad coffee 

warmed us up. Then our bus 

careened through the night again. 


Ballet of Fir Trees. 


The windshield was the only 
glass which was not deeply frosted. 
Over the driver’s shoulders, gob- 
lins and weird shapes danced con- 
tinually in the headlights like the 
landscape from a futurist’s brush. 
This, I thought, will be our chief 
memory of the early weeks of the 
Russian-Finnish war. Not soldiers, 
or battlefield, or pounding artillery 
—simply hundreds of miles of fan- 
tastically swaying wilderness, this 
endiess ballet of fir trees, snow 
banks and shadows. 
When we reached Bald Hill dawn 
already was breaking. The Lieu- 
tenant told us that in Finland 
snakes never venture north of this 
hill and the ratlike, migrating lem- 
mings never go. south of it. Last 
spring the lemmings swarmed over 
Northern Lapland in extraordinary 
numbers. “There will be a war this 
year,” the Lapps prophesied gloom- 
ily. Now the war was here. 
We spent the four hours of day- 
light at Ivalo, where the Russians 
‘had dropped nearly 300 bombs the 
day before. They had smashed a 
few buildings among the sprawled 
wooden structures of the village, 
but many of the hundred-pounders 
had been duds. There was nothing 
at this Arctic crossroads worth the 
price of 50 bombs, let alone 300. 
200 Miles, 80 to Go. 

With 200 miles behind us, we had 
only 80 more miles to go to reach 
the vicinity of no-man’s-land below

beginnings of the war in the Pet- 
samo region. No Red troops what- 
ever had been dropped by parachute 
near the Arctic front. There had 
been no hand-to-hand fighting on 
the streets of Petsamo Village, as 
was reported, The truth was that 
the Finns had been hopelessly out- 
numbered by the enemy on their 
extreme northern front. A horde 
of Soviet troops had swept in on 
Nov. 30 and had occupied Petsamo 
on the first day of the war. 


A Hot Finnish Bath. 


It was just below Petsamo, at 
Haukilampi, that the Reds began 
to pay for their precipitous ad- 
vance. “When we left Haukilampi 
everything was prepared’ for them,” 
said a reserve officer, “We had a 
Sauna (Finnish bath) there. The 
Russians piled into it. It was 
mined. Those who could still run 
leaped into the gravel pit outside. 
That was aiso mined, They got 
a hot bath there all right.” He ex- 
plained that the Reds were very 
angry. One of their patrols planted 
a note warning the Finns that it 
was’ useless for them to _ resist. 
When they reached Lake Hohyen, 
the Russians never once entered 
the only unburned building, al- 
though in this case it had not been 
mined. 

The Finns never disclose the ap- 
proximate size of their forces, not 
even two months after an event. 
On the Arctic front, as everywhere 
else, they are fighting against odds 
—perhaps very sizable odds. But 
to all appearances, the Russians are 
frozen in their tracks for the rest of 
a long and exceptionally severe win- 
ter. Even here, above 69 degrees 
latitude, north, they have tried to 
live in tents. Many are still be- 
lieved to be existing somewhere in 
tents although they do not know 
how to heat them properly. . 

It is only when spring comes, 

in May, that the Arctic war may 
become animated, with heavy pres- 
sure from one or more Russian 
divisions down the Petsamo-Rovan- 
iemi road. But it is a long, long 
way to Rovaniemi. 
‘We were lucky it was bad day 
for flying and we made one of the 
fastest trips to date. But the 
Russians have a long way to go. 
They cannot strike a deciding blow 
in the Far North. Here, they are 
simply defying the elements and 
all past history.

Since hostilities started last aut- 
umn, Germany has been moving 
heaven and earth to squeeze out of 
Rumania more than its quota of oil. 
Britain and France, resolved to 
annoy the Reich in every possible 
way with a view to inflicting ulti- 
mate defeat on the Nazis are doing 
their utmost not only to keep the 
Germans from geting any extra 
amount of petroleum from Ru- 
mania but also from receiving even 
the quota assigned to them before 
the war started. It is a gorgeous 
battle royal, a superb international 
tug of war. 

Representatives of each inter- 
ested party keep galloping into the 
presence of King Carol of Ru- 
mania and shouting into the ear of 
that most harasseed of European 
monarchs a heated resume of their 
grievances. 

Poor King Carol, caught between 
the Nazi devil and the Allied deep 
blue sea, tears his royal locks, gib- 
bers pithy Balkan profanity and 
wishes he had never been born. 

But that isn’t the half of it; here 
is the richest part of this richest 
European complication. 

If the Germans bluster Carol into 
seeing the Rumanian oil tangle as 
they see it, we may hear one of 
these days that British and French 
oil companies in Rumania have 
been politely called upon to supply 
oil to Germany, with whom their 
countries are at war. Naturally, 
they will kick like steers. Nat- 
urally, the British and French gov- 
ernments will threaten King Carol 
with all sorts of dire penalties. But 
—as German agents are pointing 
out at Bucharest nowadays in 
thousands of torrid words—Ger- 
many — to say nothing of Rus- 
sia) is right on Rumania’s neck, 
whereas Britain and France are far, 
far away. It is conceivable, of 
course, that British and French aid 
might, in some form or other, 
eventually reach Rumania, if it had 
a falling out with Teutons and 
Muscovites, but while that aid was 
under way, Germans and Russians 
probably would jump Rumania 
overnight. Which might mean that 
the Germans, desperately in need 
of gasoline to run their highly 
mechanized warfare, might solve 
the whole problem by annexing the 
Rumanian oil fields, lock, stock 
and barrel and end the daily wor- 
ries of British and French oil in- 
terests in Rumania by throwing 
their local managers out on their 
ears and _ substituting managers 
with bristly hair, swastikas pinned 
pinned to their sleeves. ‘Therefore, 
it is not beyond the bounds of pos- 
sibilities that British and French 
gasoline from Rumania may find its 
way into tanks tuned-up for suicid-

less Britons and Frenchmen stiffen 
up King Carol’s pro-ally leanings 
sufficiently for him to tell the Nazis 
to go to blazes. 

Isn’t that a swell complication? 
Even the Balkans, it seems to me, 
have surpassed themselves in snarl- 
ing up that one. What next? 


Hungary Boosts Value of Pengo.

O MANY people make a great mystery of the matter of registering 
a dog that I am gong to try to make clear how simple the pro- 
cedure really is. All one has to do to register a dog is to make 


application to the governing body in this country which is the Amer- 
ican Kennel Club located at New York City, N .Y., and ask for a regis- 


tration form. 


On the form are certain specific 
requests for information and the 
owner must answer these accurate- 
ly. In the matter of naming the 
dog simple short names are the 
best and three should be given in 
case of duplication of the name of 


registered. 

Before making out the registra- 
tion forms the applicant should 
make sure that the dates, sires, 
dams and pedigrees as well as the 
signature of the sire’s owner, and 
of the breeder, the place and date 
of service and place and date of 
birth are accurate. 

A registration blank is not a pedi- 
gree. The latter is merely a docu- 
ment which shows three genera- 
tions of a dog while a registration 
blank is a document of which the 
pedigree is only one essential part.

THE FILING of an American 
Kennel Club registration blank may 
be likened to filing a title to prop- 
erty with the registrar of a county. 
The cost is $2 for registering dogs 
18 months of age and born in the

States. Foreign dogs imported to 
this country may be registered for 
a fee of $2. 

After a dog has been registered, 
the American Kennel Club will send 
a certificate of ownership. If the 
dog is sold or given away a trans- 
fer form should be obtained from 
the American Kennel Club so that 
the change of ownership may be re- 
corded and the dog’s record be kept 
clear.

HE electric waffle iron is a

Consider what the green-eyed belle of Tara plantation gets away 
with—she marries one man for spite, another for his money, a third 
for hig monéy and.a certain amount of physical appeal. She takes 
one of these spouses away from her own sister and she makes violent 
and shameless love to another woman's husband.

-It may also come to be regarded as the 
greatest triumph of the late Sidney Howard, who was a genius at 
trimming big novels, such as “Arrowsmith” and “Dodsworth,” to screen 
size. The script of “Gone With the Wind” was almost Howard's last 


work. 


More than that, the Hays office does itself proud in permitting 
“Gone With the Wind” to be as frank as it is. A score of movie taboos 
are violated, if one cares to argue technicalities. Censorship will never 
be obnoxious when it can exercise such wisdom, such discrimination 


in the matter of motives. 


“Gone With the Wind,” in comparison to the average Hollywood 
output, can scarcely be overpraised, and this is an opinion reached

ducer, its cast, the critics and now the public. 


It affords the kind of workout an audience can enjoy to the limit. 
And the opening audience at Loew’s on Friday was no different from 
that in Atlanta. It was just as eager to get going, laughed at the 
same things, wept at the same things, gasped at the same things.

A fledgling flyer meets Inspector 
Partner with experience or (| Burns after he has passed a physi- 
cal examination and has logged five 
hours of solo time. There is a 
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limited commercial license, open to 
flyers 18 years of age, or older, 
who have logged 60 hours of solo 
time and five hours cross-country. 
The flying test is largely a repeti- 
tion of the maneuvers required for 
a private license. To use the lan- 
guage of the regulations, the test 
is “more searching and in greater 
detail.” 

An applicant for the next grade, 
a commercial pilot’s license, must 
have completed 200 hours of solo 
flying, with 10 hours cross coun- 
try. The written examination on 
aeronautical knowledge covers the 
theory and practice of flight, main- 
tenance of airplanes and engines 
as well as a “more searching” in- 
qguiry into matters dealt with in 
previous examinations. 

In addition to the licenses, there 
are instructor’s rating and instru- 
ment rating, following examination 
by the flight inspector. An in- 
strument rating may be awarded 
after tests in the use of naviga- 
tion aids, meteorology, weather 
analysis and radio. 

Other duties assigned to Burns 
and his assistant; W. B. Barnes, 
are the examination of aircraft and 
engine mechanics and parachute 
riggers for ratings; the inspection 
of airplanes for renewal of annual 
certificates; the inspection of fly- 
ing and ground schools and repair 
and overhaul stations, and the in- 
vestigation of accidents and viola- 
tions of CAA regulations. 

Tests in St. Louis Area. 

Last year 550 flight tests were 
given in the territory regulated by 
the St. Louis CAA office. The ter- 
ritory covers 15° airports in the 
southern half of Illinois and rough- 
ly the eastern half of Missouri. 
For the benefit of young men with 
ambitions for an airline pilot’s ca- 
reer, some of the necessary quali- 
fications and tests are given here. 
The applicant must have passed his 
twenty-third birthday, have no or- 
ganic or functional abnormalities 
or nervous disorders, must have a 
radio voice free of accent or imped- 
iment, and must have flown 1200 
hours solo within eight years. Aero- 
nautical knowledge requirements 
cover complete instrument and nav- 
igation instruction, weather studies, 
upper air currents, icing condi- 
tions, meteorology, airway facilities 
and other information. Flying skill 
must be demonstrated in each type, 
weight and engine classification in 
which the pilot is to be rated for 
airline operation, plus precision ma- 
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neuvers. 
Faulkner is a former army air- 
craft inspector. He sees that com- 
mercial airplanes are built along 
safe, approved lines and that they 
are kept in an airworthy condition 
afterward. He checks the specifi- 
eations for new types of planes, 
then follows the construction down 
the assembly line. Material tests 
are run to the point of destruction, 
and there is a final inspection be- 
fore the test flights. 

As Many as 30 a Week. 
During his early days in S8t. 
Louis, when four factories were in 
ambitious production here, Faulk- 
ner inspected as many as 30 new 
planes a week. His stamp of ap- 
proval was placed on nearly 700 
Robins, which made flying history 
about 10 years ago; 40 Condor 
transports and several hundred 
planes turned out by Ryan, Parks 
Air College and the St. Louis Car 
Co. Faulkner also inspects Planes

Spaniards are fond of 
contrasting the retirement of Italy 
and Germany, without territorial 
recompense, with the circumstances 
under which England in 1704 
gained possession of Gibraltar. 


These informants do not main- 
tain that Italy and the Reich 
served the Nationalist cause gratis. 
In truth, Franco spokesmen re- 
mark with sardonic smiles that 
Germany invented the “cash and 
carry system.” They mean to say 
that for all supplies and services 
during the war the Reich insisted 
on being paid on the barrelhead— 
just as Russia did in similar deal- 
ings with the Loyalists. The only 
difference was that Russia was 
paid in gold and silver and Ger- 
many with commodities. 

One consequence is that the 
Franco Government does not owe 
Germany a peseta. Another is that 
the Reich’s tight-fisted methods 
still rankle in the Spanish temper, 
and have contributed not a little to 
an alienation which began with 
National Socialism’s persecution of 
Christianity and came to a head 
with the pact between Hitler and 
Stalin, which to Catholic Spain was 
in the profoundest sense shocking 
and blasphemous. 


Grateful to Italy. 


If expressions of thankfulness to 
Germany tend to be perfunctory, 
there is no mistaking the kindling 
eyes of Franco representatives 
when they turn to the subject of 
Benito Mussolini. It is well known 
that during a considerable part of 
the civil war El Caudillo’s troops 
viewed their Italian allies with re- 
sentment and disdain, particularly 
after the debacle at Guadalajara. Il 
Duce was able to reverse this sen- 
timent through what Spanish lead- 
ers, in a passion of gratitude, de- 
scribe as his “chivalrous good 
faith” and “long-sighted, statesman- 
like generosity.” 

France could not pay for Italian 
assistance with gold, for he had 
none. He could not pay with com- 
modities, for Spanish products are 
largely those which Italy also has 
for export. Mussolini therefore 
gave credit for his military serv- 
ices and supplies. Department of 
Commerce records show that Spain 
has $50,000,000 of “blocked” com- 
mercial debts contracted abroad 
prior to 1936; but that it owes no 
public debt whatsoever to foreign 
countries, with the single excep- 
tion of “secret commitments” to 
Italy. 

Thanks to Spanish informants, 
the approximate total of these “con- 
cealed obligations” may be given 
here, perhaps for the first time. 
Gen. Franco’s treasury owes to 
Fascist Italy something like $100,- 
000,000. Mussolini, they say, did 
not retain a foot of Spanish soil as 
security, and refused even to exact 
a formal agreement as to when 
and how repayment would be made. 
With tears in their eyes, Franco 
spokesmen vow that Spain's rec- 
ord shall be more honorable than 
that of Great Britain and France 
in regard to American war debts. 
Emotional Entente. 

This emotional entente between 
the two Latin dictatorships has 
brought to pass a momentous po- 
litical development. In brief, it 
may be presumed that Spain’s for- 
eign policy will follow that of 
Italy. Or, as a Spaniard would 
phrase it, the policies of the two 
countries will tend to coincide, 
since their interests are parallel. 
For the present, it seems to be 
the resolution of both nations to 
utilize their neutrality as basis 
for war booms. Spain

JOHNSON CITY, N. Y., Jan. 27. 
HE National Labor Relations Board held 
T an election in the plants of the Endicott- 
Johnson Corporation here the other day, 
the most remarkable election in the history 
of collective bargaining under the Wagner 

Act. The company won, the unions lost, 

and by a ratio of five to one. 

And after the victory it was not the com- 
pany that celebrated but the workers. Thou- 
sands of them roared up and down the streets 
of this shoe town with every kind of noise- 
maker in an imitation of New Year’s eve 
and an old-fashioned Fourth of July. 

When 12,693 workers voted for the com- 
pany and only 1612 for the AFL and 1079 
for the CIO, it was in great part a personal 
victory for George F. Johnson, 82-year-old 
head of the company, and the ideas he stood 
for. In part, too, it could be put down to 
the split in labor’s ranks, since the AFL and 
the CIO seemed to spend almost as much 
time attacking each other as they did in at- 
tacking the company. 

Possibly the Most Generous 
Large-Scale Employer in U. S. 
George F., as he is known to everyone in 

this region, believed in sharing the rewards 

of industry with the workers in his plant. 

Having started as a worker himself, he be- 

lieved in high wages, shorter hours, bonuses 

out of profit, free medical service, decent 
housing, security in the job. Even as his 
business grew to its present great size he 
personally sought to make sure that his 
thousands of workers had all these things. 

Holding it a disgrace to die possessed of 
great wealth, he gave large sums out of his 
own income for hospitals, parks and recrea- 
tion areas, churches and community halls. 
George F. became famous as possibly the 
most generous large-scale employer in the 
country and he was proud of his unique posi- 
tion. 

“Most of the improvement in workers’ 
hours, wages and working conditions has 
come from the efforts of workers’ unions,” 
he is quoted as saying by his official biog- 
rapher, “and they have been the result of 
hard struggles. We don’t believe that men 
should have to fight for decent treatment, 
and we have always tried to give them that, 
with maybe something more.” 

Perhaps.there would never have been any 
conflict over the union issue, in spite of the 
Wagner Act, if it had been possible to sus- 
tain the-ideals of the founder of the busi- 
ness. But in recent years employment has 
been slack. There have been no profits to 
share with the workers. Employes have been 
assessed 5 per cent for the cost of their med- 
ical care, | 

Moreover, changes have come about as 
George F. has inevitably slackened his per- 
sonal control over the company. For years 
he represented a court of appeal over any 
foreman or executive. A worker could walk 
inte George F.’s office and present his case 
to the big boss. In recent years this has 
been impossible. The personal relationship 
that he built up has more or less disappeared. 
George F., it is fairly obvious, had a genius 
for handling men, combined with a warm 
heart. 

Not So Much a System 
As One Man’s Creation. 

No one, however zealous or hard-working, 
has been able to take his place in the En- 
dicott-Johnson system, Ag a matter of fact, 
it was not a system so much as the personal 
creation of a single man. Without the con- 
stant and careful guidance of that indi- 
vidual, abuses, say the unions, have grown 
up and foremen and minor bosses have come 
to practice a petty despotism against which 
there is no effective check.

Just now the Johnsons, George W., son 
of George F. and president of the company, 
Charles F. Jr., a nephew and vice president, 
are being exceedingly cautious. While the 
company won the election, they recognize that 
this was only one battle in what may prove 
a continuing warfare. The unions have just 
filed formal protest with the. Labor Board, 
charging the company with unfair, anti-union 
practices preceding the election. The com- 
pany is still under an order from the Labor 
Board to cease and desist from ‘‘unfair’’ la- 
bor practices. The Johnsons will not talk 
to any newspaper man. 

‘‘We don’t dare to,” says George W. ‘“‘We 
know that the union is going right on, doing 
everything it can under the law.” 

They know, too, as does everyone else in 
this humming industrial community, that the 
‘real fight will come when George F. cai no 
longer exert any influence. While union 
executives and organizers .are inclined to 
deny most of the claims made for the Johnson 
“Square Deal’’ system, they concede that loy- 
alty to the “old man” is a very real thing, 
the most important single factor in the elec- 
tion, particularly since George F. was seri- 
ously ill of pneumonia With half hourly bul- 
létins issued on his condition for at least 
a week preceding the balloting. What the 
union executives and organizers also say is 
that the second generation—George W. and 
Charley—trade on this loyalty, exploiting it 
despite the fact that the benefits have in part 


at least disappeared. 


Profit-Sharing Bonuses 

Put as High as $15,000,000. 

The exact total distributed by the com- 
pany in profit-sharing bonuses through the 
years is not known. It has been put at $165,- 
000,000, with the largest bonus, $245.44, in 
1925. Each employe in the company from 
George F. himself down to the lowliest sweep- 
er got this same amount, which represented 
a division of “surplus” after a 7 per cent 
dividend had been paid on the preferred 
stock and 10 per cent on the common. The 
‘90s were enormously prosperous for 
this company that carries out the whole proc- 
ess of shoe manufacture and distribution 
from the untanned hide to the retail store. 

Nor it is possible, seemingly, to arrive at 
any total for the benefactions that George 
F., his wife and other members of the fam- 
ily have showered on Johnson City, Bing- 
hamton, Endicott and West Endicott. George 
F. has provided all or part of the cost of 
building most of the churches, of every faith 
and denomination to suit the convictions of 
the polyglot population. They include the 
Sarah Jane J Memorfal Methodist 
Church, a. handsome Gothic structure § in

tine temple of the Greek Orthodox Church in 
Endicott. 

He built three homes for local American 
Legion posts and donated in addition $150,- 
000 of Endicott-Johnson stock. He gave 
$50,000 for a Johnson City war memorial. 


‘The Johnsons built the waterworks and pro- 


vided fire protection in some instances. In 
West Endicott, made up almost entirely of 
company-built houses, George F. gave a 
$100,000 community center and fire station 
with bowling alleys, dining rooms and bil- 
liard tables. The George F. Johnson public 
school cost $300,000. The E-J Workers Hos- 
pital, the Ideal Hospital and the Wilson Mem- 
orial Hospital, together with nursing homes 
and equipment, were provided almost entire- 
ly by the Johnsons, 


Parks, Swimming Pools, 

Public Market, Pavilion. 

They have given parks and swimming 
pools; a huge public market, where farmers 
bring produce to sell at prices considerably 


‘under those of ordinary retailers; George F. 


Pavilion, where 1200 couples can dance at 
one time; libraries; a rest home in the coun- 
try. In Recreation Park in Binghamton is 
a bronze group that typifies the’ giving atti- 
tude. George F. is seated, at his feet a shoe 
worker, while beside him stands a little 
girl; his hand is raised toward her in a 
kindly and protective gesture. 

The Johnsons have had their own hous- 
ing plan. A worker who has saved $400 to 
$500 can buy a house built by the company 
out of a revolving fund. And it is not a 
standardized house, either. The cost is from 
$2500 to $3600. He pays 3 per cent on the 
unpaid balance and his contract provides that 
he cannot sell except to the company. The 
company’s losses on this plan appear to have 
been small, / 

Wage comparisons are, of course, extreme- 
ly difficult. The Johnsons have always 
claimed a higher average wage than any- 
where else in the country. Sometimes their 
figures have included ‘the cost of medical 
service to the workers, sometimes not. In

Missouri’s Treatment of Blind 


Outstandingly Liberal; System 
Financed Without Federal Aid 


Flat $25 Monthly Pension Preferred by Bene- 
ficiaries to Grants on Dollar-for-Dollar 
Matching Basis. 


Mees of public assistance, but 
followed what for many years 


Before the Federal Government 
began matching dollar for dollar 
all funds expended for the blind 
by states which met certain Fed- 
eral requirements, Missouri’s sys- 
tem of pensions for the blind was 
unique. Even today, with 40 states 
taking advantage of Federal 
grants, only California appears to 
be doing more than Missouri. 

For this reason it was -hardly a 
paradox, as some observers consid- 
ered it, that the bill in the recent 
Legislature which would have 
made Missouri eligible to receive 
about $1,000,000 a year in Federal 
funds for assistance to the blind 
should have been killed through 
opposition of the blind themselves. 
The fact of the matter is that the 
blind were seeking to preserve a 
system which for 17 years has 
made their status the envy of blind 
persons in other states. 


That $25 a Month. 


The Missouri system provides a 
flat pension of $25 a month for ail 
totally blind adults, defined as 
those unable to distinguish the mo- 
tion of a hand passed more than 
a foot in front of the eyes. There 
are only two requirements: The 
pensioners must be of good char- 
acter, and they must not be earn- 
ing more than $599 a year or own- 
ers of property worth more than 
$4999. Except for these restric- 
tions, the pensions are regarded as 
a payment from the State to which 
the blind are entitled by right, by 


virtue of their physical handicap. 


At present, 3710 persons are re- 
ceiving pensions under this system. 
Many of them have employment— 
dy door-to-door salesmen, newsboys, 
piano tuners, in broom shops or as 
proprietors of small shops and 
stands—which brings them $6 to $10 
a week in private income. The 
pensions, added to their edrnings, 
enable them to enjoy a standard of 
living which, however meager by 
ordinary standards, is far above 
that of other persons receiving pub- 
lic aid, 

Some idea of how the Missouri 
system compares with those of 
other states can be gained by ex- 
amining recent statistics of the 40 
states and the District of Columbia 
which are conducting their pro- 
grams with Federal aid. In these 
states, the average number of pen- 
sioners is 45 per 100,000 population, 
and the average monthly payment 
is $23.29. The number of pensioners 
ranges all the way down to seven 
per 100,060, in Connecticut, and the 
average payment down to $6.61, in 
Arkansas. In Missouri, there are 93 
blind pensioners in each 100,000 of 
population, and the average pay- 
ment, of course, is $25. 


Two States Pay More. 

Only two estates have more pen- 
sioners than Missouri—California 
with 6269 and Ohio with 394l—and 
only one-has a program more costly 
than Missouri's. This is California, 
which expends about $301,000 a 
month of its own and Federal funds, 
compared with the $92,750 spent: in 
Missouri. The other states have 
programs costing from $2312 a 
month, in North Dakota, to $78,000, 
in Ohio.

dustrially blind”—those who has6 
sufficient vision to disqualify them 
from pensions under the present 
law but not enough to hold 
ordinary types of employment—and 
it would have had to do away with 
the flat $25-a-month payment and 
substitute allotments made on the 
basis of need. 

Federal requirements do not per- 
mit a distinction between the to- 
tally blind and those who can dis- 
tinguish motion at greater dis- 
tances than a foot but are equally 
incapacitated for employment. Nor 
do they permit of a system which 
gives a blind person who earns $599 
a year in private employment the 
Same amount as one who earns 
nothing. These requirements, of 
course, are set up in an attempt 
to insure that the money shall be 
spread among all who have dis- 
abling visual handicaps, and spent 
where it is needed the most. 

However laudable the require- 
ments may be in purpose, however, 
they were not acceptable to those 
who had been receiving the pen- 
sion all along as a matter of right 
—a flat payment of $25 a month 
which involved no investigations as 
to need, no fluctations in amount 
and no possibility that the admin- 
istering board would see fit to 
change the figure from time to 
time. 


An Unmet Problem. 


The blind who opposed the bill 
recognized that the industrially 


blind have a problem which has not 
been met under the present system, 
and that the State could well use 
the $1,000,000-a-year gift from the 


Federal Government: but they were 
unwilling to give up the security 
that the present law has provided. 
Their representatives pointed out, 
to members of the Legislature, that 
the present law was based on a con- 
stitutional amendment adopted by 
the voters in 1920: they contended 
that it was the intent of the voters 
to provide a standard method of 
compensation for a physical handi- 
Cap rather than a relief system 
based on need and subsistence 
standards. They expressed the 
opinion also that the 3710 persons 
now receiving pensions represented 
that many problems already solved, 
whereas an attempt to intlude the 
industrially blind in the system 
might not actually solve a problem 
but undo what already had been 
done. And their opposition was 
successful; the bill failed. 
Although one of the arguments 
advanced by proponents of the 
bill was that the State does not 
have enough money to pay the pen- 
sions this biennium, without Fed- 
eral assistance, this argument is 
open to question. The pensions 
are paid from a fund raised by a 
special tax of 3 cents on the $100 
valuation, and although the rev- 
enue produced by the tax has been 
declining because of reduced as- 
sessments and tax delinquencies, 
it still may be sufficient to meet

Indeed, the chief executive appears to 
be so determined to eliminate himself that 
he is assaying the availability of possible 
successors. He is talking politics more free- 
ly and frankly than at any time since re- 
election, thereby furnishing fresh evidence 
that, barring such unexpected developments 
as American participation in the European 
war, he will turn his thought and steps to- 
ward Hyde Park on Jan. 20, 1941. 

In addition to the obvious reasons for ab- 
negation—his health, the third-term threat 
to party solidarity, the healthy prospect of 
defeat at the November polls—there are 
more serious considerations which the pol- 
iticians are inclined to ignore.

Through the E-J Union News of 
the CIO and the AFL’s Triple Cities 
Labor Herald, the union organizers 
replied.

This was 
true in 1938, the E-J Union News 
said, when George F. was getting 
a salary of $35,025 and dividends of 
$113,100, citing figures contained in 
reports of the company to the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission. 
George W.’s salary in the same year 
was $27,862 and his dividends $30,- 
743, while Charley got $30,567 in 
in dividends. 
For the five years 1934 through 1938 
the paper put the total to the three 
Johnsons at $1,338,367, not including 
salaries in 1934. 

“When any large number of peo- 
ple are in a position where a small 
number can dictate to them,” the 
AFL paper said on the eve of the 
election, citing reasons for support- 
ing the Boot and Shoe Union, “the 
only way in which fair play and a 
Square deal for all can be assured 
is through the elected representa- 
tives of the group. 

“Fair division of work, fair rates 
of wages, fair hours of-labor, free- 
dom from petty graft, personal 
spite and petty chiseling on the 
part of straw bosses can only be 
assured by standing shoulder to 
shoulder in an organized effort to 
get them.”

Since the election there have been 
reports of reprisals against work- 
ers who had been active for the 
union, not from the company but 
from groups within the plant.

A test will come, it appears, when 
and if the CIO, as is now planned, 
demands the right of minority bar- 
gaining. Such a right is not cov- 
ered by the Wagner Act, which 
provides only for majority bargain- 
ing covering all the workers in a 
single firm.

CARL E, HOPKINS DIES AT 66: 
FEDERAL LAND BANK DIRECTOR 


Pioneer of Co-operative Farm Mort- 
gage System Unanimously Re- 
elected in November. 


Carl E. Hopkins, pioneer of the 
co-operative farm mortgage system 
and a director of the Federal Land 
Bank here since it was chartered 
in 1917, died Friday at his home in 
Pontiac, Ill.

Franco Confounds Prophets — 
With His Strict Neutrality 


Continued From Page One. 


remember wistfully its lucrative ca- 
reer as a neutral in 1914-18, during 
which it amassed the fifth largest 
gold reserve in the world. From 
the wealth of England and France, 
Nationalist Spain now hopes to ob- 
tain resources with which o mend 
the ravages of civil war and set 
on foot the sweeping program of 
social rehabilitation to which the 
Franco regime stands committed. 

When Madrid surrendered on 
March 28 last, Gen. Franco entered 
upon a situation with terrific lia- 
bilities but certain distinct assets. 
Within two and a half years 2,000,- 
000 men, women and children, or 
nearly 10 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation, had died of wounds, disease 
and starvation. It was estimated 
that half the young men of Spain 
had ‘been exterminated. A quarter 
of a million Spaniards, including 
most of the country’s intellectuals 
and skilled artisans, had fled into 
exile. A third of the capital was 
completely destroyed, and another 
third had been severely damaged 
by shell fire. Many inland cities 
lay in ruins. From the French 
border to Cartegena, Spain’s east- 
coast harbors had been wrecked 
with bombs, including the magnifi- 
cent port at Barcelona. Transpor- 
tation was stalled through the 
demolition of roads, bridges, rail- 
ways, rolling stock and vehicles of 
all sorts. 

$60,000,000 in Gold. 


The national stocks of gold and: 
silver, valued at about $700,000,000 
had been seized by the Loyalists, 
sent to France for safe-keeping and 
expended for military purposes. 
Millions of dollars went to Russia 
and thence to the United States 
Treasury, under its silver-purchase 
program. When the remnants of 
the metallic fund were delivered 
to Franco, through tne good offices 
of Gen. Petain, it was found to 
have shrunk to $60,000,000. 

Setting aside credits from Italy 
and barter dealings with Germany, 
Franco had fought the war with 
paper money based not on precious 
metals but on mineral «nd agricul- 
tural products. Banks and safes 
in the conquered regions were 
stuffed in addition with Republican 
paper money, now become worth- 
less. Record crop failures last sum- 
mer led to an acute food shortage, 
though Spain is normally self-suf- 
ficient in this respect. Then, in 
September, the war suddenly wiped 
out the country’s trade with Ger- 
many and: compelled a drastic revi- 
sion of its entire economic pro- 
am. 

American observefs are con- 
vinced, on the other hand, that 
Spain’s mining and textile indus- 
tries emerged from the conflict al- 
most unscathed. Even the cotton 
mills in Barcelona appear to have 
suffered little injury. The chief 
handicap to industrial revival, it is 
held, has not been damage to plant, 
but lack of foreign exchange and 
skilled labor. It was in an effort 
to remedy the former that the Ex- 
port-Import Bank, in November, 
extended to’ the Franco Govern- 
ment a credit of 250,000 bales of 
raw cotton, valued at $13,000,000. 
This credit has been drawn upon 
at a rate of 25,000 bales a month. 
In an attempt to repatriate skilled 
workers, Gen. Franco has offered 
aminesty ‘to all Spanish refugees 
except “criminals.” Since Nation- 
alist courts martial have interpret- 
ed the classification with consider- 
able elasticity, most of the exiles 
have chosen to remain in France. 


Relativety Free of Debt. 

Secondly, new Spain is relatively 
unburdened with debt. We have 
seen that its foreign obligations, 
commercial and funded, do not 
much exceed $150,000,000. The do- 
mestic debt is reckoned at about 
$230,000,000, or $10 per capita. The 
regime’s interior credit was proved 
on Nov. 1 when the Government 
floated its first and only loan, a 
domestic one of $45,000,000. Ac- 
cording to Department of Com- 
merce reports, it was “easily ab- 
sorbed.” The Spanish account is 
that it was oversubscribed three 
times in 24 hours, 

The economic system is support- 
ed by many of the totalitarian 
devices familiar in Nazi Germany. 
There are rigid control of wages and 
prices, and forcible balancing of im- 
ports against exports. The peseta 
is artificially pegged at about 10 
cents. The crop shortage was met 
through strict food rationing, with 
sentences of as much as 30 years 
for profiteers. Political strife be- 
tween Monarchists and Falangists 
was ended, on the surface at least, 
by combining them into one ex- 
clusive political party, the Falange 
Espagnola Tradicionalista, with 
Franco's brother-in-law, Ramon 
Serrano Suner, as its chief.

“Spain for the Spaniards!” Accord- 
ing to his partisans, this has been 
accomplished. “Spain will hence- 
forth do as she likes in her own 
house!” they exclaim, and add that 
for the first time in a century 
Spain is now her own master. The 
second motto was: “No Spaniard 
without bread; no home without a 
fire!” Involved were an elaborate 
program of housing, campaigns 
against disease, particularly tuber- 
culosis; hospitalization for disabled 
soldiers, care of the aged, orphaned, 
destitute and afflicted; measures 
eng unemployment, and _ the 
ke. 

No reflection on the good faith 
of the Franco government is in- 
tended, American informants as- 
sert, when they report that little 
substantial progress has been made 
with what they describe as an im- 
pressive and enlightened undertak- 
ing. It had barely had time to reach 
the paper stage, they declare, when 
war exploded. It is pointed out as 
an example that ajl housing projects 
perforce came to a halt, since the 
British blockade cut off indispen- 
sable supplies of timber. 

But the promise for reconstruc- 
tion is brighter than ever, these 
observers contend, under new ar- 
rangements through which Spain, 
in return for her minerals, fruits, 
wine, olives; oil and cereals, will 
draw foreign exchange from France 
and England instead of bartered 
manufactures from Germany. This 
absorption of Spain’s exports is 
clearly no immoderate price to pay 
for her neutrality. 

Whatever the final outcome, it 
is obvious that Franée and En- 
gland have profited enormously 
from the fact that Spain’s self- 
interest has thus far engendered 
an orientation of policy toward 
Italy rather than Germany. Dis- 
ciples of the new science of geo- 
politics affirm that a combination 
of Germany and Russia will in the 
long run leave to such peninsulas 
as Spain and Italy no choice save 
resistance. Other students believe 
that Signor Mussolini has no idea 
of limiting his gains to mere war 
profits, and at the strategic mo- 
ment will follow the traditional 
policy of the House of Savoy and 
sell out to the highest bidder. In 
that case, cynics remark, it would 
be worth many times $100,000,000 
to Il Duce if he could fling not 
only Italy but Spain into the bal- 
ance,

ditions in Rural and District 
) dnstitutions. 


Consultation with Tuberculosis 

and Health Society experts toward 
working out health programs be- 
gan last week in rural St. Louis 
County schools following a survey 
which indicated that only one 
school in 80 had physical examina- 
tions, one of four pupils had never 
been vaccinated against smallpox, 
and one school in 17 used the com- 
mon drinking cup. | 
- Results of the survey, sponsored 
last spring by County Superintend- 
ent Rufus G. Russell in 10 district 
and 70 rural schools, with total en- 
roliment of 7049, were made public 
by the society. The survey showed 
a need, the report said, for a broad- 
er program of school health service 
and health instruction. 
While only one school reported 
physical examination of all pupils, 
9 per cent had had dental exam- 
inations and in 25 per cent pupils’ 
eyes had been ¢ested by county 
nurses, the St. Louis Society for 
the Blind, teaghers, school physi- 
cians or the reading’ supervisor. 
Tests in one group showed 7 per 
cent had defective sight. 

About 76 per cent of the children 
had been vaccinated. Four per 
cent of schools required vaccina- 
tion. Only 55 per cent of children 
had been immunized against 
diphtheria with toxoid; 2182 of 
those covered in the teachers’ re- 
ports lacked that. protection. 

Bubble drinking fountains or 
individual cups were provided in 
89 per cent of the schools; 6 per 
cent had no individual cups and 5 
per cent had no inside source of 
drinking water. While 75 per cent 
of children ate lunch at. school in 
winter, only 13 per cent of the 
schools had any hot lunch program,

Pity the Poor Player! 


ND while Kenesaw Mountain

of the player, comes the news 
that several members of the 
Browns’ and Cardinals’ organi- 
zations have applied for—and re- 
ceived, in some cases—unemploy- 
ment insurance because they do 
not work between the months of 
October and April. 

One ‘of the Browns’ players 
who applied, Catcher Glenn, re- 
ceived a salary of $8500 a year 
for his six months’ “labor.” He 
applied in another state than 
Missouri and it is not known 
whether his application was fa- 
vorably acted on or not. If it 
was, he received $180 in unem- 
ployment compensation. 

All of which must make tax- 
payers feel something less favor- 
able toward the player than the 
commissioner seems to. It seems 
very small potatoes for well-paid 
athletes to take advantage of a 
situation made possible only by 
the conditions of his employment. 

Club owners could afford the 
public pocketbook needed protec- 
tion from such a situation by put- 
ting into effect the oft-talked-of 
plan of signing their help to a 
contract instead of 
one for six months.

‘New Regulations Tough. 

Missouri’s new fishing regula- 
tions are plenty stringent.

Prin- 
cipal point of criticism is the fact 
that no fishing whatsoever is al- 
lowed from January 1 to midnight 
of May l4. 

In putting into effect this rule 
the Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion did not intend to protect the 
lowly rough fish; it was simply the 
intention of the Commission to 
guarantee, as nearly as possible, the 
protection of the game fish. 

For years there have been closed 
seasons on game fish with open 
seasons on rough fish running con- 
currently. For just as many years 
have men angled for the scaveng- 
ing gar.and unwanted carp with 
the same result. Yes, invariably 
a ‘bass some way or other read the 
wrong directions on the bait and 
grabbed the hook. Before long he 
was rolled in meal and stretched 
sweltering in the fry pan. 

This year there is no danger of 
that. With the season absolutely 
closed there is no Waltonian who 
‘can find excuse for walking the 
shores of a stream with rod, reel 
and line in readiness out of season.

From Hollister (Mo.), headquar-

On them are pictures of 
rabbit, quail, squirrel, duck, turkey, 
deer, coon, bass, goose and dove. 

The money taken in by the St. 
Louis chapter is not used in St. 
Louis but .goes towards the ex- 
penses of the Central Council. 
Throughout the State, in almost 
every county, there is a chapter 
which has as its principal work 
some particular project. Most pop- 
ular is the creation of artificial 


lakes.

Annual Census Time. 

The Bureau of Biological Survey 
is now starting its corps of em- 
ployes on their annual task of es- 
timating the number of wild ducks, 
geese and swans throughout the 
United States and Alaska. This 
work is always done during Jan- 
uary because the fowls have 
reached their winter homes from 
which they only rarely move there- 
by eliminating the chance of count- 
ing them twice. 

Last year the survey estimated 
that there were between 55 and 60 
million migratory waterfowl on the 
continent. Inventory figures are 
not to be considered as accurate 
counts of waterfowl populations, 
but as valuable indications of the 
trends of bird population. 


According to Rudolf Bennitt, as- 
sociate professor of zoology and 
wild life conservation of the Uini- 
versity of Missouri, has reported a 
definite increase in prairie chickens 
throughout the State. Prof. Ben- 
nitt estimates the number at 20,000.

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NYBODY who complains about the 
wintry weather around St. Louis ought 
to try Frank Raine’s job to realize when 

he’s well off. Raine is the rural mail carrier 
for Route 4, Huntsville, Missouri, 140 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, and is encountering the 
worst driving conditions in the 30 years he has 
been packing the mail. The air mail boys 
usually get all the glory for not letting snow 
nor sleet keep them from the swift completion 
of their appointed rounds, but it’s no picnic for 
a rural mail carrier either. 

Raine’s regular route is 26 miles long, with 
3 boxes and 360 patrons, but many roads 
have been impassable in the last few weeks, 

it has taken him 50 miles of driving and 
five miles of walking through deep drifts to 
cover his route, and he uses up three times as 
much gasoline. But he always gets the mail
